Halifax, N.S., July O.-HSpecial to the 
Colonist.)— 'I'lie British iron ship Cro- 
martyshire was towed in hero this morn- 
ing by the Allan line s.s. Grecinu, with 
her bow torn tiwny by a collision occur- 
ing sixty miles south of Sable Island 
with the French steamer La Bourgogne, 
which went down ten minutes later. 

Of the six- hundred passengers and 
crew on board the liner only were 
saved, one woman being rescued from the 
sea by her husband. The captain and 
other deck officers went down with the 
ship. 

The Cromartyshire laid to and picked 
up the 200 passengers and seamen who 
were rescued, transhipping them to the 
Grecian, which came along at that hour. 
I lie log of the Cromartyshire, signed by 
Captain Henderson, is as follows: 

On July 4 at 5 a.m., dense fog; ship 
(JO miles south of Sable Island; ship by 
wind on port tack heading about north- 
west by west, though under reduced 
canvas, going about four or live knots 
per hour. Our fog-horn was kept going 
regularly every minute. 

At. that time heard u steamer's whistle, 
when all of a sudden she loomed through 
the fog on our port bow and crashed 
into us, going at terrific speed. Our 
foretopuiast and maingnllant must came 
down, bringing with them the yards 
and everything attached. 

1 immediately ordered the boats out 
and went to examine the damage. Found 
that our hows were completely cut off 
ami the plates twisted into every con- 
ceivable shape. The other ship 'disap- 
peared through the fog; our ship was 
floating on her collision bulkheads. There 
seemed no immediate danger, of her 
sinking. 

We set to work immediately to clear 
away the wreckage, and also to ship our 
starboard anchor, which was hanging 
over the bow and in danger of punching 
holes in the how.

tie and coining back, and we answered 
with our fog horn; (he steamer then 
threw up a rocket and tired a shot. We 
also throw some- rockets and fired several 
shots, but never saw nor heard any 
more of the steamer. 

Shortly after, oi- about 5.30, the fog 
lifted somewhat, and we saw two boats 
[lulling towards us with the French 
ling flying. Wo signalled tlieni to come 
alongside uiul found that the steamer 
was La Buurgogno from New York to 
Havre, anil that she hud gone down. 

We laid to nil day and received on 
board about 200 survivors from amongst 
the passengers and crew, reported to be 
m all about GOO. Several of the pas- 
sengers were on life-rafts, without oars, 
and I called for volunteers from among 
my crew and the survivors of the French 
steamer to bring those rafts alongside 
of the ship. 

Some of the passengers ant j soumen 
I rum the .sunken steamer assisted us 
and we jettisoned some thirty tons of 
cargo from our t'orehold in order to 
lighten the ship. At about \i p.m. an- 
other steamer hove in sight, bound west- 
ward. We put out (he signal N.C.— 
want assistance. Shortly after the 
steamer bore down toward as. She 
proved to be the Grecian, bound from 
Gjnsgow to New York. 

The captain of Hie Grecian agreed to 
take the passengers on board and also 
to tow my ship to Halifax. Owing to 
the condition of the ship I accepted the 
offer, and we proceeded at once to tran- 
ship passengers and get ready our tow 
line. At (J p.m. we had made connec- 
tions and proceeded in tow of the Gre- 
cian toward Halifax, having put a sail 
over the broken bow to take part of the 
strain off the collision bulkhead. There 
vyim at that time 14 feet of water in 
the forepart. 

Mrs. Henderson, wife of the captain, 
was on board the Cromartyshire with 
her two children. She tells a thrilling 
tale of Iter terrible experience. 

Collision occurred iu r> a. m. on the 4th 
just. riu. weather was foggy and she 
Had risen from her bunk at an early hour 
as was her custom when the weather was 
thick. Shortly before the vessels came 
together, she heard a steamer's whistle 
blow on tlie port side of the vessel. The 
Cromartyshire was sounding her fog 
liyrn at intervals of one minute. 

Mrs. Henderson called the attention of 
her husband to the sounding of th 
whistle and a minute later the mate who 
was on watch, also detected the sound. 
It Clime nearer and nearer, and Mrs. 
Henderson stood near the cabin in order 
to rescue her children should a disaster 
occur. 

Suddenly the huge bulk of an oconn 
greyhound loomed up in the mist, going 
about seventeen knots an hour. Almost 
immediately there was a fearful crash 
and Mrs. Henderson rushed below and 
found her children awakened by the 
shock. She dressed them as quickly as 
possible and removed them to the deck, 
expecting to see her own ship go down at 
any minute, 

Captain Henderson as soon as the colli- 
sion occurred ordered the boats to be 
/owered and the damage ascertained. As 
it was found that the Cromartyshire was 
iu no immediate danger, the Britisher put 
about. The vessel with which they had 
collided was al Hint time unknown. A 
few minutes later her whistle was heard 
and several rockets were sent up, Cap- 
tain Henderson replying in like manner 
thinking that the steamer was offering 
assistance, but in a few minutes all was 
quiet and those on board began to-realize 
(he awful result of the collision. 

At 5:30 the fog lifted and two boats 
were seen approaching the Cromarty- 
shire, with only men on board. When the 
weather cleared stili more men were to 
be seen in every direction clinging to 
wreckage and Moating on little rafts. 

It was a terrible scene. No pen can 
picture tlie appalling sight to the onlook- 
ers when the curtain of mist arose. 

The work of rescue was commenced 
without a moment's delay and over 200 
persons were picked up and taken on 
board ship, 

Mrs. Henderson, who had ample op- 
portunity of interviewing' those who were 
rescued, expressed her belief from what 
she heard that there bad been no effort 
made to save the women. There were 
many foreigners on board, who fought 
for places in the bouts. It was fully 
ten to fifteen minutes before La Bouv- 
gogne •went. down, and during that time 
there was ample opportunity offered to 
rescue at least some women and chil- 
dren. 

As it was, only one woman was saved, 
Mrs, Lacasse, and she has been on 
board ever since. She is the wife of A. 
I). Lacasse, a language teacher of Plain- 
vine, N.J. 

The crew of the Cromartyshire ox- 
press the belief that there must have 
been some foul piny, seeing that, only one 
woman was saved out of 1(00. Nearly 
all the first-class passengers were lost, 
those saved being steerage and sailors. 

Lacasse and bis wife were in the 
water eight, hours, clinging to a raft 
before they were picked up by a boat 
from the Cromartyshire. They lost every- 
thing except what they stand in, includ- 
ing money and valuables. 

One passenger was going home to 
France with his two children, his wife 
having died a month ago. lie was sav- 
ed, but his two babies went down witli 
the ill-fated ship. 

Mrs. Lacasse says the officers bravely 
stayed by their posts, going down with 
their ship, The only officer saved was 
the purser. He went down with (lie 
ship, but being a strong swimmer man- 
aged to Have himself, 

When the ships struck, they were off 
Cape Sable, tlie Bourgogne being about 
forty hours from New York. All the 
passengers wilh the exception of I'rof. 
Lacasse were below decks.

Santiago Harbor Will Be Safer 
When the Land Forces Cap- 
ture the Foris. 



Washington Anxious About Shaf- 
fer's Men Exposed in Trenches 
Without Proper Supplies. 



Expedition to Spain to lie Sent 
Forward as Soou as Ships 
Can lie Prepared. 



Washington, .Inly (!.— By comparison 
witli what has gone before, to-day was 
very quiet with the army and navy de- 
partments. There were bulletins posted 
at tlie former in the afternoon, but they 
were not of more recent dale than yes- 
terday. Deep concern is felt, here at the 
privations and sufferings of our troops 
lying in the trenches and field hospitals 
surrounding Santiago, and there is a dis- 
position to insist that hereafter tbo 
equipment of our soldiers, their commis- 
sary and quartermasters' suplies, their 
ammunition and their hospital stores, 
shall be complete in every respect be- 
fore they advance further. This is 
likely to be the rule even at the expense 
of time and in the face of the criticism 
of an element that vehemently insists 
upon rushing the campaign without re- 
gard to the cost in blood and money. 

Confidence is felt that there will be no 
friction between the army and navy 
commanders, and that the conference be- 
tween them will result in an agreement 
upon a joint plan for the prosecution of 
tlie campaign. In the event that this 
belief should not bo well founded, the 
President is prepared to act himself by 
orders from first hand. 

There is much force in the naval ar- 
gument that if Sampson is obliged to en- 
ter Santiago harbor before the forts are 
captured, he will jeopardize the safety 
of the whole of the ironclad fleet under 
his command since by the sinking of 
one of these ships in the narrow channel 
through a Spanish mine or shell. The 
fleet would be left helpless und exposed 
to destruction under the guns 
of the forts, to which they could make 
no reply owing to the elevation of the 
latter. One the other hand, the army 
officers seem to be justified in avoiding: 
the tremendous sacrifice of life that 
would be involved in again throwing the 
American soldiers upon the Spanish de- 
fences until they have been materially 
reinforced in numbers and strength and 
by artillery. 

Sampson did not report to-duy at thc- 
navy department, but the war depart- 
ment sent over a very agreeable mesttge- 
froin Shafter, the readiness of the Span- 
iards to exchange Hobson and his men. 
It is believed that this was accomplished 
.some time during the day, though notice 
of it has not been received. 

The fact that several vessel selected 
for Watson's lleet were in the thick of 
the engagement of July 3, promises to 
somewhat delay tlie departure of the 
Eastern squadron for the shores of 
Spain. The vessels have consumed a 
good deal of coal and without doubt have 
expended a large quantity of their 
highest grade ammunition in the furious, 
attack on the steel warships of the 
Spanish.' It would be necessary to re- 
plenish these stores before the long Eur- 
opean voyage is begun. However, Sec- 
retary Long has given rush orders for 
the preparation of the squadron and it. 
will.be certainly off in the course of a. 
few days. 

The movements of the Cadiz fleet are- 
very puzzling to the experts here. 
Weakened as it is by sending back the 
torpedo boat destroyers, the Spanish 
squadron seems destined to go to as sure 
destruction as did Cervera's ships when 
they headed westward from the Cupe 
Verde Islands. The Spanish without 
doubt, are fully aware of the inferiority 
of their licet. The navy department 
was advised to-day that the squadron 
was passing through Suez canal and as 
the vessels had paid the heavy toll re- 
quired in advance the indications are 
now regarded as conclusive that the ships 
are bound for the Philippines. This be- 
lief stimulates th epreparationa here for 
Watson's sailing, and he will strike 
straight.

"At this time when to the yet fresh 
remembrance of the unprecedented suc- 
cess which attended the operations of the 
United States lleet in the Bay of Manila, 
on. the first day of May lust, are added 
the tidings of the no less glorious achie- 
vements of the naval and military nrms 
M\ our beloved country at Santiago do 
Ouba, it is fitting that we should pause 
and stay the feeling of exultation that 
naturally attends great deeds wrought 
"by our countrymen in our country's 
cause, and should reverently bow before 
the throne of divine grace and give de- 
vout praise to God, who holdeth the na- 
tions in the hollow of His hand nud 
worketh upon them the marvels of IDs 
high will, and who has thus far vouch- 
safed to us the light, of His face, and 
led our brave soldiers and seamen to vic- 
tory. 

"I therefore nsk the people of the Unit- 
ed States upon next assembling for di- 
vine worship in their respective places of 
meeting to offer thanksgiving to Al- 
mighty God, who in His inscrutable 
ways, now leading our hosts upon the 
waters to unscathed triumph, now guid- 
ing them in a strange land through the 
dread shadows of death to success, even 
though at a fearful cost, now bearing 
them without accident or loss to far dis- 
tant, climes, has watched over our cause 
and brought nearer the success of the 
right and the attainment of just and 
honorable peace. 

"With the nation's thanks let there he 
mingled the nation's prayers that our 
gallant sons may be shielded from harm 
alike on the battle tiekl and in the clash 
of lleets, and be spared the scourge of 
suffering and disease, while they are 
striving to uphold their country's honor; 
and withal, let the nation's heart be still- 
ed with holy awe at the thought of the 
noble men who have perished as heroes 
die, and be filled with compassionate 
sympathy for all those who suffer be- 
reavement or endure sickness, wounds 
and bonds by reason of the awful strug- 
gle; and above all let US pray with earn- 
est fervor that the Dispenser of all good 
may speedily remove from us the untold 
Afflictions of war and bring to our dear 
land the blessings of restored peace, and 
to all the domain now ravaged by the 
cruel strife, the priceless boon of secur- 
ity and tranquillity."

President Faure sent the following 
telegram to the company: "I am griev- 
ously distressed over the terrible news 
and feel very keenly the disaster that 
lias plunged so many French and Am- 
erican families into mourning."

Madrid, July 0. — (t p.m.)— The auth- 
orities kept the disaster to Admiral Cer- 
vera's squadron a secret ns long as pos- 
sible and even suppressed the extra edi- 
tions of the newspapers gUing the facts. 
The official confirmation therefore- caused 
a tremendous impression, particularly in 
naval and military circles, where the gov- 
ernment is accused of ordering Admiral 
Cervera to make a sortie despite Un- 
known opposition of several nuv'ul ex- 
perts. <»

PRISONERS SHOT. 

Six Spaniards Killed and Twelve 
Wounded for Alleged Mutiny on 
the U.S.S. Harvard. 

Washington, July 8.— A special de- 
spatch to the Evening Star dated off 
off Santiago via Port Antonio, Jamaica, 
July (!, says: "After the destruction of 
the Spanish tleet come 450 of the men on 
the Maria Teresa were placed as prison- 
on the Harvard. For some reason 
not yet ascertained these men mutined. 
The officers and crew of the Harvard 
were not unprepared, however, and the 
mutineers were fired on. Six Spaniards 
were killed outright and 12 were wound- 
ed. This taught the Spaniards a les- 
son and restored quiet. 

Headquarters of Gen. Shaffer, July 5. 
— About 50 of the 400 Spanish prisoners 
on the United States auxiliary cruiser 
Harvard attempted to escape last night. 
In some way n number of them secured 
guns and made a wild dash for liberty 
from the storage where they were con- 
fined. Their rush was met by the deadly 
bullets of the guards and six were killed 
and fifteen wounded. The tiring ended 
the mutiny. No Americans were hurt.

of the Cromartyshire, was on the 
poo[) with his third mate, A. C. Stew- 
art; sailor Haley was on the lookout, 
and first officer Killmau was also on 
the forecastle deck. The Cromartyshire 
was making about five knots an hour, 
with some of her sails set, und taking 
in all the time. 

Nothing was heard until lookout Haley 
saw a large steamer half a ship's length 
ahead on the port bow. 

In an instant the Cromartyshire's jib- 
boom was crushing into the Bourgogne's 
bridge, and the sailing vessel crashed 
into the liner, stoving a big hole near 
the engine-room. The Bourgogue , scrap 
cd the whole length of the Cromarty- 
shire's port side and then swerved off. 
The Bourgogue blew long mournful whis- 
tles for assistance. Third Mate Stewart 
of the Cromartyshire says the Frenchmen 
evidently thought they were another 
ship and that the Bourgogue had sunk 
the colliding vessel. Boats were sent 
out and nearly 200 were saved. At the 
time of the collision Mr. Stewart says 
the Bourgogue must have been going at 
the rate of IS or 10 knots per hour, 
through the dense fog prevailing, shut- 
ting out everything not less than twenty 
yards away. 

About three hours after the Cromar- 
tyshire picked up the survivors, the Allan 
liner Grecian was sighted and took the 
Cromartyshire ia tow. 

About eight o'clock that evening, three 
miles away, third mate Stewart heard 
guns and saw rockets go up. The Gre- 
cian signalled to the Cromartyshire 
that she was going to asist the vessel 
signalling. In a few minutes, howevei 
the lights disappeared and no more gun 
or rockets were discharged. The vessel 
certainly sank. This must have been 
another steamer thtu La Bourgogue, as 
La Casse, one of the survivors, saw her 
go down ten minutes after the collision. 
It could not have been a boat, as they 
were too far from the scene of the 
wreck. The gun* could not he dis- 
charged from a boat.

1 f the building of 
this road would not benefit Vancouver 
Island, what section of the province 
would it benefit? Even if it was not 
built, the government had shown their 
desire to secure it by offering a cash and 
land subsidy to any company that would 
build It. Then there was another sec- 
tion in the loan bill that was inserted 
for the benefit of \'a ucouver Is'nnd. A 
contract had bene signed for a railway, 
from the Count to KooteiMV. The com- 
pany building that railway could not ob- 
tain their subsidy until they guaranteed 
to connect the terminus at English Bluff 
by a steam ferry with Vancouver Island. 
Mr. Eberts explained the government's 
action in respect to the alien labor bill 
Efforts had been made, he pointed out; 
to induce the Dominion government to 
increase the per capita tax on Chinese 
anil the government were vigorously 
prosecuting the mine owners who had 
employed Chinese underground and ap- 
peals having been taken they intended 
to push the prosecutions to the bitter end 
nnd find out conclusively whether the 
act was constitutional, lie held that 
it was. 

Mr, William Grant asked Mr. Eberts 
whether he would favor a re-arrange 
ruont of the present road system. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts replied that, the sys- 
tem of road commissioners hud been 
tried in Cowichan but it had caused a lot 
of friction. The government was trying 
to overcome this friction throughout the 
province by appointing an engineer to 
oversee all public works. He would, bo 
satisfied if the money was expended in 
the manner desired by the residents of 
the district. He had not advised the 
people to form municipalities, but sim- 
ply explained how they could do so. The 
people of the lower Mainland had tried 
municipal government and discovered 
I hat under it they pnid more taxes and 
hud worse roads. 

In answer to Mr. Deans, the Attorney- 
Gcncral said that the ,f(J,000 voted to 
indemnify those whose cattle were des- 
troyed, nt the time of the tuberculosis 
epidemic, would be equitably divided just 
as (illicitly as possible. 

Mr. William Grant asked .what policy 
Mr. Eberts would advocate in regard 
to the eiuitablo assessment on, land. 

Hon. Mr. Eber.ts— The assessors are 
sworn to. assess land nnd personal pro- 
perty nt their actual ivfilue; of Ihe value 
tlioy would, be givon^n'si.piiyiiiont by a 
solvent debtor of a debt. If a man con- 
sidered that he had not been fairly dealt 
with he could appeal to the court of re- 
vision and If he considered thatv lleUWah 
not fairly dealt with by tlnit. court he 
could appenh fo the 'Supremo court, and 
tltat court, could mulct the proyitloeMih 
costs. He could see no reason why there 
should not be a court of equalisation, 
ami would support a measure to bring 
that ubout, so that a man, whose ne^U- 



bors's assessment had been reduced 
would likewise receive a reduction. 

Mr. Grant asked where the money hud 
been expended. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts in reply gave some 
items expended on hospitals, charities, 
public works ami the educational sys- 
tem. 

Mr. Grant's brother did not like Mr. 
.Eberts' answers. He asked the Attor- 
ney-General not to go into details. 

The eliiiiriiian likewise tried to shut (iff 
Mr. Eberts.' answer, but the audience de- 
manded that he he heard, and be showed 
how the money had been expended <in pub- 
lic works, giving the figures for the last 
eight years. 

-Mr. (I rant asked what had been done In 
regard to a petition for u new road hi the 
district to parallel the two present roads, 
closing the old roads. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts said many of the signers 
of the petition, Including Mr. Sere, wrote 
asking that their names he taken off. 

Mr. Sere— Yes, that Is true. 

Mr. Eberts, eon tinning, said that besides 
a counter petition had been received. A 
lot of the best land In the district would 
have to be expropriated to build the road 
petitioned for, and it would cost $11,000 to 
construct It, all this to parallel the- two 
present roads, hut If the majority of the 
residents were willing to close the old 
roads, he would not object to the new road 
being undertaken, 

Mr. Frnnk Sere spoke briefly on finances 
uiul tin road question, favoring the policy 
of commissioners suggested by Mr. Jiuiies 
Diiiisinulr for Como'x district. 

Mr. Grant, the Government street tailor, 
excused himself for going 111 rough the 
district Interrupting the Attorney-General's 
meetings, on the ground that he did not 
think the electors wanted to hear Mr. Eb- 
erts. Continuing. Ik? was delivering an 
anti-Chinese speech when asked: 

"Did you ever employ a Ohlnnmnn ? " 

Tills Mr. Grant refused to answer, al- 
though he did say that It was " none of 
Mr. Eberts' business," nnd in answer to n 
second question, "Do you employ Chinese?" 
answered "No," leaving the impression 
that he hud done so, but not at present. 

Continuing, Mr. Grant spoke in denuncia- 
tion of British capitalists, who, lie said, 
took money out of the country like Chinese, 
lie objected strongly to the present road 
system, but admitted that he would accept 
the position of rund boss It offered It, and 
was closing with a protest against men on 
the roads being paid S2.50 a day for nine 
hours' work, when asked If lie had ever 
worked nine hours a day with pick and 
shovel. To this he replied that he had 
worked 13 hours a day digging ditches in 
Scotland. 

This brought Mr. Davidson, n brawny old 
Scotchman, to Ids feet with a protest 
against Mr. Grant or anyone advocating 
such principles as he did, such as cutting 
wages, claiming the land of heather as his 
borne. 

Mr. Vales rose to reply to Mr. Eberts, 
but his only argument against the govern- 
ment was that the C. P. It. was operating 
a smelter nud giving low rates for ore in 
Kootenny, 

A vote of thanks to the chair, closed the 
meeting. 

VANCOUVER AND VICINITY. 

Steamer Changes Hands— Toughs From 
the Sound— The Campaign Quiet. 

Vancouver, July 0.— The C. P, K. 
Steamer Tyrrell has been sold to the 
British American Corporation for ?-10,- 
000. 

There is no great excitement over the 
election here, notwithstanding the tre- 
mendous efforts made by Mr. Joseph 
Martin to prove that lie is a man com- 
pared with whose brilliunt record not 
a single member of the government or 
its party can make the slightest show. 
Messrs. Cotton and Macphei-son, though 
energetic enough are not so fervid us 
the man from Manitoba and Mr. Tisdall, 
the fourth opposition champion, not be- 
ing a great platform man. bus littie to 
say. Meanwhile the citizens' candidates 
are making a quiet canvass, trusting 
more to this than to public meetings, 
which are hero each time attended by 
much the same crowd. 

Quite a number of toughs from the 
Sound are now in Vancouver nnd arc 
giving the local police quite a. little 
trouble, though the force has proved 
equal to the occasion, by keeping the 
disorderly element well in hand and 
making numerous arrests. Notwithstand- 
ing this, Mr. ,T. G. Campbell's clothing 
store was broken into late on Monday 
night, many valuable articles being stol- 
en. The police have a clue, which tlioy 
expect to give results within twenty- 
four hours. 

The appointment of Mr. ,T. B. GifTon 
as general manager of R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s mercantile agency, with headquar- 
ters in Vancouver, gives general satis- 
faction to the commercial community 
here, 

Herr Truuimler, of Vienna— a. repre- 
sentative of Austrian capitalists— has 
just left Vancouver for the Kootenays 
to investigate the mining opportunities 
of the upper country, on behalf of his 
German principals. 

An attempt lias been made to estab- 
lish a branch of the Daughters of the 
King charitable society in connection 
with Christ church jn this city.

AS A MATTER OP PUSIXESS. 

Mr. Paterson is a good- business man, 
but if Mr. Paterson conducted his pri- 
vate business according to- the principles 
which inspire his politics he would make 
a sad failure of it. According to this 
distinguished oppositionist, the effort of 
the government to secure the construc- 
tion of upwards of 1,000 miles of rail- 
way, opening the northern, the central 
and the southern portions of the province 
by means of a bonus of $4,000 a mile, 
and the proposed expenditure of nearly 
$1,000,000 more in other necessary pub- 
lic works— the whole to impose a liabil- 
ity of .*.">, 000,000 upon the province— is 
more than the credit of British Columbia 
will stand. A debt of $5,000,000 at -I 
per cent., to cover interest and sinking 
fund, calls for $200,000 a year. In the 
opinion of this excellent business man, 
such a charge as this means provincial 
bankruptcy. It is true that while he al 
leges that: this means provincial bank- 
ruptcy he is also careful to say that most 
of the money will not be called for, be- 
cause most of the roads subsidized will 
not. be built. So that, if lie is right and 
all the province • will be ever asked to 
contribute is a subsidy for the line from 
Penticton to Robsou— say 200 miles— 
the burden which he thinks is so dread- 
ful to contemplate will he cut: down to 
$800,000 of principal, involving an an- 
nual charge of !j;:!2,00O for interest and 
sinking fund. Observe, .Mr. Paterson 
refuses to believe that any ron.il will be 
built from Point Roberts to Penticton. 
If it is not built, there will bo no sub- 
sidy for it. He refuses to believe that 
t'ne Bute-Quesnelle road will hi 1 built, 
and if it is not built there will be no sub- 
sidy. He refuses to believe that th 
Coast-Tcslin road will he built, and if 
it. is not built there will he no subsidy 
Nevertheless, because the government 
obtained permission to borrow a 
sum of money for certain purposes— tin 
greater part, of which would never be 
called for, according to his own showing 
—.Mr. Paterson thinks it has been 
brought: to the verge of bankruptcy— if 
not dumped over— by the recklessness of 
Mr. Turner. Yet, Mr. Peterson's great 
complaint is that the government did not 
pledge the credit of the province to thn 
times §5,000,000 and expend it all on one 
railway. As a business man Mr. Paterson 
must see that if $5,000,000, securing tin 
construction of a thousand miles of 
railway and of many hundred miles of 
highway, besides various other public 
works, means provincial bankruptcy 
$15,000,000 to secure one railway would 
mean something so frightful to contem- 
plate that no language will adequately 
cover the case. The only conclusion 
from this- is that Mr. Paterson is not 
sincere, either when he says that a $5,- 
000,000 loan will bankrupt the province 
or when he complains that the govern- 
ment did not borrow $15,000,000, He can 
accept either horn of the dilemma which 
he thinks is the more comfortable.

A NEW DANGER. 

The campaign opened in this city by 
furious attack upon the government by 
the paid counsel of Daniel Corbin of 
Spokane.

Every speech 
which the opposition members deliver 
full of attacks upon the government for 
not permitting Mr. Corbin to divert the 
trade of British Columbia to Spokane. 
If the public (nits these facts together, 
and from them infer that the N.P.R 
entering British Columbia politics, they 
may not be very far astray. That cor- 
poration has made it a rule to secure po- 
litical control in all of the states through 
which its line extends. We may be 
very sure that, if it has determined upon 
extending its connections into British 
Columbia, it will make a light for the po- 
litical control of tlliS province. Nothing 
is more certain than this. The N.P.R. 
found in Joseph Martin a ready tool in 
Manitoba, and it is at least a curious 
coincidence that at the moment that cor- 
poration is seeking to obtain control of a 
railway penetrating southern British 
Columbia, Mr. Martin is pushed to the 
front as Premier of the province — in the 
event of an opposition victory. The com- 
petition of the N.P.R. in matters of 
transportation has been, and always will 
be, welcomed, but any attempt on its 
part to control the politics of this prov- 
ince will be strongly resented.

State of Washington, and it. will be a 
sad day for Jiritish Columbia if the same 
influence ever obtains control here. 



is his duty to defend at all cost the right 
of the Crown to territorial authority in 
this Dominion. Joseph Martin has pro- 
claimed, not merely that he himself is 
in annexationist, but that under certain 
circumstances annexation is the prop- 
er remedy for political evils. This mon- 
strous proposition Col. Gregory endorses.

It. will be a 
friendly rivalry, and its effect will be 
wholesome. One of me factors which 
will have influence in determining what 
directions that policy will take will be 
the strength of the government party in 
the several localities.

Victoria's representa 
tives will find their influence in tin 
next, house strengthened in the proportion 
which their majority over their oppon 
cuts bears to the total vote. Make the 
majority big.

POUT SIMPSON SCHOOL. 

Closing Examination Held Last Month— 
Promotion and Prize Lists. 

The seuil-annual examination of tin 
above school was held oil Wednesday, tin 
^•^nd nit.. In the presence of trustees, par 
cms and others Interested la the welfare of 
the school. The pupils were examined 
orally in the various branches of study by 
their teacher, Mrs. Harding. Trustee 
Ittelinrds assisted in the examination, and 
spoke very highly of the ready answers 
given by the pupils, and of their manifest 
improvement during the past year. 

The rolls of honor were awarded as fnl- 
luws: Deportment, Minnie Lindsay Alex- 
ander; regularity and punctuality, Herbert 
Cecil Flewlu; proficiency, William John 
O'Neill. At a special examination of can- 
didates held in this town for entrance to a 
High school the following applicants passed 
the standard required for admission to a 
High school: William John O'Neill, Cecil 
Klewln, .Minnie Alexander and George 
Blacknll. The presentations were made in 
the school room In the evening of the same 
day, ii very acceptable programme being 
rendered by the pupils, 

The pupils were made the recipients of 
many prizes by kind friends. 

Taking Into consideration that this is the 
most northerly school of the province, the 
various Hewers displayed In the tasteful 
decoration of the room Is worthy of re- 
mark.

The main subject that came up at the 
meeting of the school board yesterday 
was a very comprehensive report on tin 
schools by City Superintendent Eaton, 
which furnished considerable food for 
thought. A number of routine matters 
also were disposed of including the pass- 
ing of accounts. The resignation of Miss 
Annie Monro (now Mrs. Uoe) as teacher 
in North Ward scliool was accepted and 
a resolution passed wishing Mrs. Roe 
success in life. 

Upon motion of Trustee Beiyen it 
was decided that no deductions should 
be made for absence of teachers during 
a term from sickness or other unavoid- 
able cause provided the absence was not 
longer than ten days. 

The superintendent's recommendations 
for providing increased accommodation 
for pupils at North Ward school were 
referred to the alterations committee to 
report and it was decided to appoint an 
additional teacher to Spring Ridge 
school. 

In lino with City Superintendent. Ea- 
ton's report it was decided on motion of 
Trustee Beiyen to ask the department 
to allow the principal o£ the High school 
to hold the supplementary entrance ex- 
aminations at the beginning of the next 
term instead of in January. 

Superintendent Eaton's report on the 
schools was received and will be printed 
in the annual report. It. is as follows: 

Ladles and Gentlemen of the School 
l.oard,— 1 have much pleasure in submitting 
to you a report upon certain phases of the 
work of your schools, us manifested during 
the past year. 1 must llrst testify to the 
general excellence of the teaching," to the 
very satisfactory character of the disci- 
pline, and to the good progress made by 
the pupils In the various departments, lie- 
sides, there Is ground for satisfaction In the 
tact that no serious Interruption in the 
school work by reason of epidemic disease 
or from any other cause: anil from the 
further fact that the number of davs' ab- 
sence from duty on the part of teachers, 
for Illness or other Imperative circumstance 
has been remarkably small. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 
Several circumstances In the year's his- 
tory of the High school deserve mention as 
realization of the aim and purpose of the 
institution. The llrst of these was the 
appointment to the stall' of a young woman 
of high scholarship, possessed* of unlimited 
enthusiasm and almost unlimited citpttclty 
for work, and an excellent all-round teach- 
er. Her womanly Influence on the school 
has been of so distinct an advantage as to 
fully Justify the board's departure from its 
previous custom of appointing only men to 
the stall'. Early In the year a revision of 
the course of study was adopted, with the 
approval of the department. The new 
course, while It gives a reasonable range of 
options ou the classical and scientific sides 
respectively, contains a liberal ami well 
denned Imperative course In English, in or- 
der that, whatever choice Is made as to tin- 
two optional sides, every student who 
takes the regular work shall become a good 
Lnglish scholar. 

Muring the year the board made provision 
for the rational teaching ,,f elementary 
science, by equipping, at a very moderate 
cost, a working laboratory. 1 have been 
glad to note that the students have been 
greatly Interested In this new department. 
Though the work began late In the year, 
the results not only fully Justify the ex- 
penditure already made, hut are such as to 
warrant the further outlay of moderate 
amounts, from time to time, In order to 
gradually increase the facilities for that 
practical teaching of science which is fun- 
damental to every branch of technical 
education. At the closing of the school 
reference was mad,.- to the disparity of the 
numbers of boys and girls, respectively, in 
attendance. The number were, for the 
lust term, 33 per cent, boys and 60 per cent, 
girls, while In the lower schools there Is 
substantial equality In this respect. A 
partial reason may probably be found In 
the fact that business life offers more op- 
portunities of employment to boys of High 
school age than to girls, anil so 'the former 
leave school, while the latter remain. There 
Is something, no doubt, in the fact that 
the course of study has not hitherto been 
sufficiently attractive to hold boys who 
had no Inclination towards a university 

career. With the establisl it and the 

gradual .extension of facilities for teaching 
the elements of physics, chemistry and 

mineralogy, it may be confidently ox\ ted 

that, a relatively greater number of boys 
Will he found entering the high school and 
continuing the course to the end. Af the 
recent closing of the High school, depart- 
mental diplomas were awarded for the 
tlrst time, to those who hud completed the 
course of study, and had passed the de- 
partmental examinations thereon. This 
innovation means a groat deal for the fu- 
ture of secondary education In British Col- 
umbia. It will doubtless ho many years 

before the province n offer facilities for 

higher education, so-called, and It Is very 
desirable thai the education given In the 
high schools shall in the meantime ho made 
as varied and as efficient, and withal as 
practically valuable as possible. It should 
not require a great deal of effort, right Iv 
rllrected, to secure from the universities, 
from the law and medical societies, and 
from other similar professional bodies 
recognition of the high school leaving dip- 
loma, in lieu of I he preliminary examina- 
tions which they now respectively require, 
Indeed, I regard this recognition as Inevit- 
able, as It Is also logically inevitable that 
the Education department itself must 
recognize Its own diplomas, thus granted, 
as being, pro tanto, sufficient guarantee of 
the holders' scholastic qualifications for 
teachers' certificates. Thus the attainment 
at the end of his course of n diploma, 
hearing the Imprlmntlon of the Provincial 
Educational department, which will have a 
definite and positive value In practical com- 
mercial and social life as n credential of 
education, anil which will admit him within 
the portals of the various departments of 
professional study, will be a stimulus to 
the High school student, and give, coher- 
ency anil persistence to his studies through- 
out his entire course. The significance of 
the fact that 58 pupils of the grarled 
schools qualified at the recent examinations 
for admission to the High school, In Its 
relation to the Imperative need for more 
and titter accommodation, will be appreci- 
ated by your without further remark fro::: 
me. in this connection, I may observe 
that serious regret Is felt by the High 
school stalT, and, I believe, by the princi- 
pals of the graded schools, that I he depart- 
ment bus not yet seen Its way to allow 
the supplementary entrance examinations 
to be held at the opening o£ the school 
year. Instead of at the beginning of the 
second term. It Is claimed that the Influx 
of IB or 'JO new pupils after the year's work 
bus been live months or more under way. 
Is a serious hindrance to the efflclcnev of 
the schools, and that the pupils so admit- 
ted would themselves have been much bet- 



ter oft' in the High school during the not- 
iimn months than In the graded schools', 
where special classes cannot be formed for 
their benefit. . My general remarks at the 
beginning of this report, In respect to the 
efficiency of the teaching, and the wholo- 
sioneness of the discipline, apply with 
special emphasis to the High school. The 
work done has been of gratifying excel- 
lence, and the moral tone of the school un- 
exccptlonablo. 

Crlt AD El) SCHOOLS. 
In reporting on your graded schools, I 
shall first deal with certain criticisms that 
are made, with mole or less freedom, und 
with more or less publicity. 

One of these familiar criticisms Is that 
there are too many subjects in the curricu- 
lum; that the superfluous, if not useless 
ones, should be eliminated, and so more 
emphasis laid on the essential subjects, 
whatever they may be, The only subjects 
taught in your graded schools are the fol- 
lowing: English language, Including read- 
ing, spelling, con, position and grammar: 
arithmetic and bookkeeping; writing and 
drawing; geography and English and Cana- 
dian ldstorv; hygiene mid calisthenics. 
These are all the subjects taught, and each 
holds its place In every scheme of school 
studies so firmly flint It would be difficult 
to dislodge a single one of them on the 
grouud of Inutility. Differences of opinion | 
there may well be ns to the proper se- 
quence of these subjects: t he best methods 
of Instruction: the time allotted for each, 
and the extent to which any one of them 
should he followed, but the general charge 
of superfluity must vanish, I apprehend, in 
the first effort at elimination. 

Writing.— The need of n reformation In 
the penmanship of the public schools of 
Victoria bus been the subject of much pri- 
vate and Borne public emphasis during the 
vear; and quite recently II writer in the 
local press, endorsing the remarks made at 
the school closing by the Lleutonnnt-Gov- 
ernor. In regard to "the defective writing'' 
in the schools, recommended the board to 
look Into the matter. Now, without call- 
ing In question the bona tides of the rather 
severe anlaiiulvcrslous which have been 
made upon this phase of our school work, 
I cannot refrain from the suggest! in that 
they have been made without recalling (In- 
distinct Inn between "was" and "is." Had 
our critics based their Judgment upon a re- 
cent examination of the character of the 
writing that Is now produced in the schools 
rather than upon a tradition of former 
conditions, it is highly probable that their 
criticisms would have been more favorable. 
Indeed, with it view to facilitate a looking 
Into the matter by the board, and by any- 
one else sufficiently Interested. 1 have se- 
cured specimens of the handwriting of 

sonic l.nuO pupils! The evident f these, 

specimens will, 1 am sure, satisfy those, 
who examine them that the desired ' reform- 
ation has In conn- already. In gratifying de- 
gree, an accomplished tact. The refortna- I 
Hon began three years ago, when the board 
recommended the general adoption of the 
vertical system, and It has been virtually 
completed this year by the recognition oil 
the part of nearly every teacher In the 
city— who had not already recognized It— 
that, to secure good results In penmanship, 
every written exercise must be regarded as 
11 writing exercise; that every exercise not 
neatly and legibly written must be reject- 
ed: and that every acceptable paper, on 
whatever subject, has Its value enhanced or 
diminished by the character of the writing 
It contains. While I am satisfied tlmt, 
whatever may have been true la the past, 
the average- results obtained In penman- 
ship this year III the various grades are 
most creditable, alike to teachers and pu- 
pils, and that they will compare very 
favorably, grade for grade, with results 
obtained In public schools anywhere, In 
Canada or out of It. I venture to polnl 
out one or two respects In which further 

Improve it Is desirable. Von are aware 

that the vertical system Is the only 

now taught In the schools, but I have ob- 
served a very marked tendency to pervert 
the upright Into a hack slant. '1'hls has 
conn- about cllieily throng the use , if a stub 
Den bv the younger pupils, who, In order to 
avoid too heavy strokes, roll the hand over 
and write with the side of the pen. The 
remedy Is the use of a liner nib— say a -1 0-1 
— and the exercise (if greater care In regard 
to the position of the body, the paper and 
the pen. Another suggestion: It is not 
enough Unit pupils shall be able to write a 
line or a page of plain prose leglblv and 
neatly. They should acquire "good form " ! 
In the arrangement of more complicated 1 
manuscript mutter, In the reproduction of 
arithmetical processes, In the tabulation of 
figures with necessary rulings, and In the! 
grouping of subject mutter generally, not 
only symmetry of form Is of the greatest 
consequence, but of almost equal import- 
ance Is tin- accurate use of all the enliven- I 
tional signs and marks that enter Into the 
details of good manuscript. Lastly, the 
task of learning to write well should he 
accomplished before the pupils reach the 
upper grades of the public school. If only 
that "eternal vigilance," the cost at which 
the best results are obtained. Is exercised 
by the teachers in all the earlier stages of 
writing Instruction, pupils will have be- 
come good writers before they are ready to 
leave the Third reader classes. 

Heading.— The committee by whom the 
award In the reading competition was 
made, recommended In their report that In 
future "greater care he given to rectifying 
what may be called every -day faults" hi 
reading, "especially those of pronunciation 
and expression— faults all too apparent In 
the majority of the competing scholars." 
I his criticism, I mn inclined to think, was 
not undeserved. Indeed, I fear that If the 
examination bud taken a wider range, and 
had Included a fair representation from the 
various grades of all th,. schools, the ludir- 
ment of the examiners would not have 
differed materially from that arrived at 
alter hearing only first grade pupils. la- 
deed, to express my own judgment a little 
more definitely, the results of the teaching 

dLine, tas '" H 10 K ' ,| ""' ls are - w "h B°me 
distinct exceptions, very unsatisfactory. 
-Much Is made, and properly so, of the 
reading Icssoum as language lessons; great 
pains Is taken that the children's vocabu- 
lary shall be enriched, and that thev shall 
comprehend the meaning of the passage as 
a whole; nevertheless, the reading is not 
good Listening to the recitations of the 
children, as well as their reading one Is 
impressed with the fact that thev are gen'- 
orally deficient In the art of vocal expres- 
sion, regarded as u purely physical effort 
Distinct articulation, clear enunciation, 
fullness and resonance of tone— these (nulli- 
ties l itre too i generally lacking. I know that

It ought not be that competent and frienillv 
critles should be able to say of a picked 
class representing the llrst, divisions of all 
the schools at the city, that every-day 
limits of attitude, enunciation, pronuncia- 
tion, omission and substitution of words 
and expression, Including time, tone a nil 
Intleellon, were all too apparent In a. major- 
ity of them. The remedy V Phonic drill 
should be continued for several years fn- 
Htt>ad of being dropped 
first or second. Hat t 
lies again mainly In t in- " eternal vigilance" 
of the teacher In observing ami correcting 
the pupils' faults of expression. The Idea 
'uus ter deep into the teacher's con- 
sciousness tin 1 1 In all oral, as well as in 
written exercises, the form is scarcely less 
Important r'liaa the matter; that not' what, 
Is said only, but how It Is said, must be 
mutter of unremitting concern. So far, I 
dealt with rending from Its physical 
merely as a form of vocal expression 
reading, as taught In the schools, 
intemplatc something more than 
liilsltlon of ability to read. 



so condensed or so technical that the child 
falls to grasp the mathematical relations of 
the numbers Involved. Those relations 
would appear simple enough if only the 
terms in which they are expressed were 
understood. I am satisfied that much 
energy of teachers and pupils Is often 
wasted because the language of the arith- 
metical problems Is beyond the attain- 
ments of the children. The other sugges- 
tion Is that already made incidentally in 
connection with the writing— namely, that 
the Importance of good form, i. e„ of meth- 
odical, symmetrical and logical arrange- 
ment In all arithmetic work be rigidly In- 
sisted on. 

Grammar.— There Is no subject more la- 
boriously and conscientiously taught In

I am 
pleased to report, however, that almost uni- 
versally throughout your schools the teach- 
ing of this subject Is most painstaking;

(hisses to train the children Into habits of 
absolute accuracy In the mechanical pro- 
cesses of addition, subtraction, multiplica- 
tion and division, and tlmt practise In these 
elementary operations Is kept up long after 
the pupil ban passed to the study of more 
advanced arithmetical topics.

The attacks of the London financial pa- 
lters would not have been so severe, hud 
the deimuids ol\ those papers for large' 
contributions to their treasury been ac- 
ceded to. The statements of Hooley, 
the great English broker and financier, 
showed how purchasable these financial 
sheets were — Hooley on one occasion 
having given a paper $200,000 for its 
favor and influence in the way of assist- 
ing the promotion of a company.

Gregory 
without gloves, showing (bat. the latter 
had been manifestly unfair in asserting 
tlint he had not taken up the question of 
the nineteen acres in the Indian reserve 
sought to be grunted to the E. A- X. He 
was well within his rights when he said 
that no one bad so persistently followed 
up the Indian reserve question. Those 
same nineteen acres had been the bur- 
ktlen of all of his addresses, until he al- 
most felt that his audiences were weary 
of his continued references to that topic. 
It. was through his instrumentality that 
correspondence had been brought down 
on the floor of the bouse. The Doinonioh 
had no right, to hand over those nineti 
acres to the B. A- X. They hud no title. 
They were provincial lands. Who inj.ro 
lluced a resolution censuring the govern- 
tent tor not acquiescing in the disposition 
of these nineteen acres to the E. & N.? 
Why, Ihe opposition. Tin- resolution 
carried at the meeting recently held'wis 
a justification of bis course, and the con- 
clusion reached that a commission should 
settle Ihe matter was in accord with the 
line advocated by him. The people of 
Victoria hail increased the value of these 
lands, and if the nineteen acres were giv- 
en to the E. & X., the people's rights in 
respect to the railway bridge, the fore- 
shore should be protected. (Great ap- 
plause.) 

Air. Cooksley. of New "Westminster, 
was the last speaker on the programme, 
a ml bis address was a masterly one, re- 
viewing the political features of the 
hour in a manner highly commendatory 
of the government's policy. 

The meeting concluded with cheers for 
the government candidates, the chairman 
and the Queen.

Prof. W. D. Whitney, one of the most dis- 
tinguished philologists la the world: "No 
one ever changed from a bad speaker to a 
good one by applying the rules of grammar 
in what lie said." Dr. W. T. Harris, com- 
missioner of education at Washington, and 
recognized as the greatest educational 
authority In the United States: •• In the 
admitted fact Unit the formation of habits 
of correct speech is not dependent upon a 
knowledge of rules and definitions relative 
in the construction of language, Is found 
the justification for the lessened weight 
attached to such study." And, again, Sir 
J. Ci. Pitch, knighted a few years" ago for 
his distinguished (services in tin- causi 
popular education: •'The practical urt of 
using language In speech or writing with 
good tasle nail correctness will certainly 
not be attained by setting the pupils 
learn Murray's or any other grammar. T 
technical rules of etymology and syntax n 
almost useless In themselves." The stu 
of grammar, like those of rhetoric and 
logic, belongs to a period of the child 
education when lie lias already acquired 
practical liiastery of tho English language, 
and has become somewhat familiar with 
real literature." To quote once mot 
"The great majority of children of 12 
III years of age arc Incapable of clear 
comprehending definitions which, to be t 
curate, must be expressed in languii. 
highly technical and beyond their experi- 
ences. To Introduce a subject Into 
course of study before the pupils are suffi- 
ciently matured to prollt by it Is v grnv 
mistake, bet grammar wait its time— the 
later the better." I would, therefore, lay 
less emphasis in tin- teaching of Inugiingi 
In the public school upon formal grammar, 
mid j is iK-1) greater emphasis upon practist 
In the use of language. Besides, as 1 
stated in connection with the reading, 1 
would hove the children read real worfcf 
of literature as soon as they are able to 
comprehend thera, Tin-. are English 
classics suited to the < .iprehension, of 
children of almost every grade, and those 
should enter Into the regular work of 
every school. 

Drawing— Until last term, the very im- 
portant subject of drawing has never been 
regularly taught In the Victoria schools. 
And no single circumstance of the year's 
history gives me greater satisfaction than 
the completeness of the reform that has 
been accomplished In this respect. With 
If possible exception or two, every class in 
the city below the lirst divisions has had, 
during the past term, definite and system- 
atic instruction lit drawing; and with most 
gratifying results, for not only lias the 
•subject been taken up by the children with 
great enthusiasm, hut even within the 
limits of a single term many of the 
classes have made remarkable progress. 
Nor can I puss without mentioning the 
fact that imtn.v of the teacher* who were 
not witi-stled with their qualifications for 
touching drawing have, with commendable 
zeal and enterprise, themselves taken pri- 
vate lessons from a competent instructor 
throughout the term. 

Bookkeeping. — Many pupils end tbclr 
school career wit it the graded or common 
schools. It is, therefore, very desirable 
that every possible facility should have 
been given litem for making such acquisi- 
tions as will more completely equip them 
for the practical business of life. It Is Im- 
portant tlint everybody should be familiar 

with ordl y commercial forms and with! 

[■roper methods of ordinary accounting; I 
and it Is with pleasure that I call your 
attention to the fact that, during the last 
year every lirst division pupil received good 
Instruction in elementary bookkeeping, 
This Innovation was brought about by the 
department adding the subject to the re- 
iiulremeuts for admission to the High 
school. 

The Marking System.— It would surprise 
the members of the board to leant how 
large a part of the total energy anil inter- 
est of the school are absorbed In the utterly 
profitless business of innniif act tiling rank 
lists., The persistence with which the 
fetich of marks Is held up before the pupils 
from the day they enter school till the 
ilny they leave it, some eight or ten years 
after; the anxious and laborious toll' (hat 
Is given by the teachers to the const ruc- 
tion of Innumerable unci relentless rows of 
percentages and averages; the reudv con- 
fidence with which the public buses Its 
judgment of the competency of the teacher 
and of the Intellectual and moral progress 
of the pupil upon a numerical abstraction, 
indicate a blind faith in the magic of 
murks that It little short of idolatry. Many 
of the teachers recognize that they nre 
under the thrall of a system of which they 
cannot approve, because It limits the free- 
dom of their teaching, find because It fos- 
ters In the children the lower rather than 
the higher ambitions nnil motives. And 
yet, so strong Is the grip of traditional 
usage that few. If tiny, have fully availed 
themselves of the large measure of free- 
dom which ttie amended regulations of the 
department give them to modify the gen- 
eral practice In this' matter. And a good 
many have still to learn tlint the marking 
of per cents Is no more necessarv to good 
teaching than the fungus or <lrv rot to the 
life of a tree; hut, rather, like the latter, 
it: Is an excrescence; it destroys life; it Is 
a disease, 

Drill and Calisthenics.— In .concluding this 
report, I wish— as on a previous nceasloni- 
lo express my very great satisfaction with 
the work done In callStlieillCB nnd diilb I 
regard this as a mosti important, feature of 
the school work, contributing bo dlreetlv'ils 
it does to the present ahd future boultai.ol* 
the children. Most, pf the primary touchers 
reinforce the Instruction given ltv Mr. Sin- 
clair.

The meeting then broke 
up and the chairman left the chair. It

It would scarcely 
change the revenue any and was simply 
to eijuallne the rates. He did not think 
that the people in the big houses would 
kick about u paltry ten or twenty cents 
a month more.

Talks Facts to the 
Electors. 



Premier Turner Outliues tke Con- 
clusions Brawn From 
Jlis Recent Tour. 



No one would gainsay the enthusiasm 
ot the i-L'L'L'j)Lioti accorded Premier Tur- 
ner at Metchoslu on Tuesday evening, 
when after travelling nnd speaking nil 
day— morning uud afternoon meetings 
being held at Sail Spring Island and at 
North Saj.nich— the hard-worked leader 
of the government employed his evening 
iu a 28 miles' drive from Sidney, uutl 
an address that held the undivided at- 
tention of the Metehosin residents for an 
hour and a half. The meeting was un- 
der the auspices of the government can- 
didates, Hon. O. E. Pooley and Mr. W. 
l\ Bulieu, and was presided over by Mr. 
VVillium Fisher, J.±\; while opportun- 
ity was also afforded the oilier candidates 
in the unique three "11" couibinatiou - 
Messrs. llayward, Higgins and Harris 
—to address the electors of the district 
whose representation they are seeking. 

Mr. Pooley was hrst presented by the 
chairman, who took occasion to comment 
upon the fact thaL whenever the district 
had wanted anything done in the direc- 
tion of improving iis conditions or pro- 
moting the prosperity of its residents, 
the representative >vho now sougilt re- 
election was ready to do his part, it was 
also iu his opinion iuuisputable that un- 
der the present government the country 
had gone ahead steadily and successfully, 
so that there appeared to him to be no 
reasonable argument in favor of turning 
out the proven capable administration, 
and giving the management of tiie coun- 
try's affairs into the hands ot others. 

The prsident of the council wasted no 
time in preliminary debate, but went 
straight to business, dealing in plain, 
common-sense fashion with the subjects 
of governmental iHjlicy during the past 
few years, and the issues on which they 
now sought a continuance of confidence. 
The matter of the administration of tli 
13. & N. railway lands had been made a 
topic of the present contest, and hi 
therefore gave this his attention first 
uot as the defender of the company or 
anyone else, hut merely in a statement 
of the existent fact, of the case. He re 
viewed the early history of railway pro- 
jects on the Island from 1871, when 
fisquimalt had been officially declared 
the terminus of a trans-continental line, 
through the futile attempts to secure 
such a road until 1881, when the peo 
pie of the Island became so anxious that 
the question of how to secure the road 
became the one and only issue to which 
they would give consideration. 

At this time it was that the Clements 
bill was passed, by a government of 
which Hon. Robert Heaven was the lead 
er, and with Mr. Walkem as chief com- 
missioner. By this measure a grant of 
^o0,000 more acres was given to induce 
construction of a line over the ground 
afterwards taken by the 10. & N., than 
was received by the company named. 
Settlers under the Clements bill were al 
lowed only die surface rights, and there 
was no obligation upon the railway com 
puny to sell at a nominal price for i 
limited period— a condition put upon the 
E. it N. railway builders at a later 
date. This was in itself a great con 
cession, inasmuch as the prospect of the 
roiul coming through induced a boom, 
and $30 and .f.'iO an acre would have 
been easily obtained. 

So difficult, however, was it to induce 
capitalists to trust their money in such 
a scheme, that the Clements charter 
went begging both in Europe and Am 
erica, and the promoters of the road 
were finally obliged to forfeit their de- 
posit and iubandon their undertaking. Ah 
a result of the failure of the project the 
Beaveu government was overthrown, and 
the lands with which it had been pro- 
posed to assist the contemplated line, 
were turned over to the Dominion. Th 
determination of the people to have th 
line continued unshaken until 1SS3. when 
largely through the efforts of the Mar 
quis of Eonie, then tfovernor-Generul 
Mr. Robert Dunsmuir was induced ti 
take up the matter, and to him and hi; 
associates THE DOMINION GOVERN 
MENT TURNED OVER THE LAN! 
ON THE COMPLETION OF THE 
UOAD, IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
THE TERMS OK THE CONTRACT 
ENTERED INTO. 

The matter was entirely out of the 
hands of the province, and the passin 
of the lands to the railway builders was 
directly and entirely in accord with the 
terms of the undertaking entered into 
with them by tin.' Doi.i n. for the se- 
curing of the long-desired line. 

If, as had been suggested in a pam- 
phlet issued in and circulated through 
the district, the lands were now taken 
from the railway or in any way inter- 
fered with, it would be nothing less 
than an act of repudiation, not in conson- 
ance with the spirit of a British com- 
munity and certainly not such an act 
as would be approved by the residents 
of Metehosin. To to violate the con- 
ditions upon which capital had been in- 
duced to construct the road, would in- 
deed be fatal to the enlistment of money 
for similar public works in the future — 
for the molded men would come to look 
upon British Columbia as a country de- 
void of commercial honor, a province that 
would offer anything in order to secure 
its public works and then go back up- 
on its bargain as no reputable indivi- 
dual would think of doing. Such a 
course would not only be contra ry to the 
dictates of common honor, but it would 
destroy the credit of tin? country, and 
cause the withdrawal of all confidence 
from the country. (Hear; Hear.) 

Passing next to the much talked of 
personal property tax, the mortgage tax, 
its it was generally described, Hon. Mr. 
Pooley showed how it bod been origin- 
ated years ago, for the purpose of secur- 
ing a fair proportion of revenue from 
(he rich men who came with their money, 
or aent the money here, for investment. 
It was held by the government tlmt 
these men, who secured large prolits 
from the use their money by those who 
in reality were developing the country, 
should pay their share of the costs of 
government as well as the poor men from 
whom they received their interest. It 
was held to be unfair to tax the poor 
land owner and exempt the rich money 
lender, and hence it was decided to im- 
post! a personal property lax of one-half

per cent, on money loaned on mortgage. 

Naturally the capitalists objected, and 
declaring the impost to be a dual taxa- 
tion, intimated that they would light 
it in the courts and .prove tin; illegality 
of the statute under which it was col- 
lected. Before proceeding to the courts 
they took legal advice, however, and 
learned that the contention of dual tax- 
ation was unsound and could not be sus- 
tained. Hence they abandoned the. legal 
opposition, uud studying the problem 
thoroughly, saw that they could them- 
selves avoid the payment of the tax by 
insisting of the borrowers that they as- 
sume the payment, in addition to the in- 
terest. This was not contemplated by 
the makers of the law, yet it was a dif- 
ficult matter to remedy. As at present 
standing, the matter was simply the 
same as where a landlord in approaching 
his tenant said: "Here, you can take the 
property at so much per month if you 
pay the taxes, or so much additional if 
I asume them," adding the amount. It 
made little difference in reality to the 
tenant, for the obligation was forced 
on him eventually by either method. 

The remission of the mortgage tax was 
attended by many objections, not. the 
least of which was the loss to the rev- 
enue involved, while it was not yet ap- 
parent to the government why the work- 
ing man who owned bis own little home 
should be taxed, and the rich man, mak- 
ing Ids income through lending his money 
on mortgage should be allowed to go 
free. This was just what the 'action 
proposed by the opposition would result 
iu, and as the government did not en- 
dorse it as fair or just, a commission had 
been secured in order that some way 
might be found by which the defect ot 
the present system of collection might be 
remedied, and the purpose of the legis- 
lation be accomplished without injustice 
to the unfortunate borrower. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The government had been called a 
friend of monopolies and the rich men. 
This mortgage tax in itself was contra- 
diction of the charge, for had the gov 
eminent favored the monopolies or the 
wealthy clases, it certainly would have 
been the easiest thing in the world to 
exempt the lenders of money from the 
payment of the tax. The reverse policy 
had been pursued in the people's interest 
and now the demagogues of the country 
found it very easy to talk of monopolies 
and the government-favored rich men- 
while as a matter of fact there was not 
a single monopoly in the country. The 
introduction of capital was essential to 
the development of the country, but be- 
cause capital came in in the form of com- 
mercial organizations it was not mon- 
opoly. 

With reference to the railway policy 
of the country, upon which Mr. lligginij 
declared he had forsaken the govern- 
ment, all would ho ready to admit that 
without railways no country could be op- 
ened up or succesfully developed. The 
government had realized this, while at 
the same time appreciating the rich and 
varied resources of tin? province, and had 
determined upon a liberal policy, the 
fruits of which were now apparent in 
improved conditions everywhere — rich ag- 
ricultural sections settled up and thriving 
along the line of the Shuswap & Oknn- 
ngain; a great, mining iield contributing 
its portion to the revenue of the country 
since it had been accessible by such 
roads as the Nakusp & Slocan, the Kas- 
lo & Slocan or the Nelson & Fort Shep- 
pard. 

The history of the railway policy of 
the government was an object lesson of 
fair and just treatment— the policy if 
pursued to its legitimate coueluslsn, 
would unquestionably place British Co- 
lumbia in the foremost rank in the Can- 
adian confederation. 

But, said the opponent of the govern- 
ment, the Turner party is recklessly ex- 
travagant — it is running the country into 
debt; it must bring ruin upon the prov- 
ince. In what had the government been 
making expenditures, save for the rat- 
ional and necessary development of the 
country? The only public work of im- 
portance not of the character of rail- 
ways, roads, etc.. was the magnificent 
Parliament Buildings over James Bay, 
a splendid bargain, a credit to the coun- 
try in beauty and completeness, it monu- 
ment to the enterprise and confidence 
of the government in the country of 
whose affairs they were guardians. Its 
total cost would be in the neighborhood 
of $11000,000, and this involved an in- 
terest cost something less than would 
have been required for repairs and Insur- 
ance on the old buildings. 

The British Pacific scheme, which hud 
been the subject of debate when he had 
been last before the electors of Meteho- 
sin, required little more to be said in 
its regard, for the facts of the case were 
by this time pretty well understood by 
the country. Briefly the negotiations 
looking to the building of the road nar- 
rowed down to a proposition that the 
government guarantee payment of some 
$200,000 per annum— an obligation re- 
garded by the government as beyond the 
capacity of the country to sustain with 
safety to its credit or development. The 
strongest possible pressure had at the 
time been brought to bear upon the gov- 
ernment to induce them to forsake the 
stand they had taken on this subject, and 
authorize the' guarantee, hut they had 
been firm, and everyone was now pre- 
pared to admit the wisdom of the course 
pursued. 

As to the Cnssiar Central bill— tin 
piece of legislation declared by Mr. Hig- 
gins to have been the cause of his depar- 
ture from the government side — it was 
unquestionably one of the most advan- 
tageous measures for the country ever 
pussed by the legislature. In the first 
place the company only received a lease 
of 700,000 acres of laud for 35 years, 
with the right of selection at any time 
during a period of three years, while the 
free miner had reserved to him the right 
to enter and prospect at all times on 
the Crown or company's land. If he 
secured a promising claim on the latter 
he might lix his price and sell one-half 
to the company, or accept tin.' half from 
the company for his share. Or if he and 
l he company could not in two years 
come to terms, he had the right to sell, 
or the company to work the property ut 
its own cost entirely, returning one-half 
of the net prolits to the prospector. 

If in these days of difficulty in secur- 
ing capital to develop mining properties, 
tills was not an excellent: arrangement, 
he did not see what would bo regarded as 
such. Indeed if his own hoys had not 
already embarked in their careers, he 
would be tempted to say to them, Cus- 
siur offers the chance of fortune in this 
connection— go and tr,, ior it. And this 
is what he would say to any one else— 
for it conveyed his honest opinion of 
the matter. 

The land secured to the company was 
lo be selected iu four tidies blocks, and 
could not be taken tip nearer than four 
miles part; and during the 35 years of 
the company's leasehold, the company 
was required to pay per cent, more 
ill taxation than any other corporation in 
the province — the mining tux included, 
with an extra fee annually of .SoO for 
each claim of 1.500 feet square, and 
payment of ,?100 for each transfer of a 
laim or fractional claim, Instead of the 
ordinary fee of $2.50, ami timber dues 
on all forest products of which use might 
be made. The bill in these and all par- 
ticulars was one of the best bills for the 
people that had over been put through 
the house, and it was difficult to see 
wherein n representative (if the people 
could have found justification in it for 
abandoning the party. 



The Redistribution hill was another 
piece of legislation upon which Mr. Higr 
gins' new party, the opposition, found 
fault with the government, their conten- 
tion being that one member should have 
been taken from Esquiiunlt, and one 
from Cowlchan-Alberni. As to Esqui- 
inalt. he hail held and the government 
stood with him, that the presence of 
the navy and its manifold and import- 
ant interests, furnished abundant reason 
why the district should not be disenfran- 
chised to the extent of one of its mem- 
bers. The government was not prepar- 
ed to see injustice done to Esquimult, 
but if the opposition party— which Mr. 
Higgins now offered himself as represent- 
ing—came into power, it would be upon 
;i pledge of redistribution that involved 
the taking away of one of the Esquiiunlt 
members. This was one of the distinct 
planks in their platform, anil the resi- 
dents of Esqulmtllt therefore knew what 
to expect, from them. They need not fear, 
however, for the government was not 
to be changed this time, and so long sis 
the present administration remained in 
the charge of affairs, Esquimau and 
Vancouver Island— -as all other sections 
of the proviucc — were sure of the main- 
tenance of their rights. 

As to the nationalization of railways, 
the latest fad of the opposition and oc- 
cupying a prominent place in their plat- 
form, it. was something not to be thought 
of by British Columbia at the present 
stage of the country's life. In the Jirst 
place the scheme was beyond the scope 
of the credit of the province, direct tax- 
ation alone baing at command, and I he 
fiscal duties being in the hands of the 
Dominion; in the second instance, the 
country wits not sclt-.-outained and the 
government roads at best, would be un- 
profitable lateral lines, at the mercy of 
the private roads to which they would 
be feeders. , 

Tin? one piece of legislation of which 
the opposition took special credit was 
the Elections bill of hist session, intro- 
duced by Mr. Eorster, and passed with 
the assistance of the government It 
was, however, far from being the com- 
plete law that the opposition claimed or 
the country desired, for as it ut present 
stood there was hut one voters' list for 
the district, and a man dishonest enough 
to do so might therefore pass from one 
polling station to another, voting illegal- 
ly in each. Of course he had no right 
to do so, and if he did the consequence 
would be fatal to the probably blameless 
candidate. The Dominion system of 
having a separate voters' list for each 
polling division would do away with this 
possibility of repeating, and was there- 
fore much to be preferred. In the 
meanwhile, however, it would be well 
for every elector to remember that he 
had but one vote, and to do so much as 
ask for a ballot paper a second time was 
to violate the law. 

The Chinese question was next dealt 
with, Hon. Mr. Pooley showing how lit- 
tle the province in reality has to do with 
it, the subject being one of federal not 
provincial concern. He had been charged 
with voting against the alien clauses in 
several bills brought before the legis- 
lature, and he took the opportunity to 
state Ids position herein fairly and 
squarely. Cases had arisen in which 
companies of large capital had come be- 
fore the house for charters, and it was 
evident that the projects they Had in 
view were for the immense advantage 
of the country. Put in the Chinese 
clause, and it was found that the cap- 
italists would not touch the schemes, 
and so where these circumstances pre- 
sented themselves, as in the Hobson pro- 
ject, he had voted against the clauses 
rather than lose the investment of the 
capital involved for the development and 
opening up of the country. The three 
Anti-Chinese bills passed by the legis- 
lature hud all been disallowed at Ot- 
tawa, and it really appeared that the 
best thing to do was to allow the Chi- 
nese question to adjust itself, as it cer- 
tainly appeared to be doing. 

Leaving all financial questions to be 
dealt with by the Premier — who had a 
short time before entered, amidst hearty 
and prolonged cheering — Hon. ^£r- 
Pooley closed by contrasting the men 
and methods of the two parties now be- 
fore the electors. As to the leaders, there 
was on the one hand Hon. .1. H. Turner, 
who had been a resident of the country 
since 1802 and was known to everyone 
in it by his record as a public man and 
a citizen. On the other hand 'was the 
party so deficient in leaders that they 
had found it necessary to go to Winnipeg 
for a champion, and introduce Mr. Mar- 
tin, who — if the opposition were success- 
ful at the polls— would be the leader of 
the new government. 

"No," iutcrjected Mr. Higgins— "No, 
no." 



Hon. Mr. Pooley maintained that he 
was iu the right, and asked the people 
of Esquimult district to answer whether 
they were ready to give the control of 
the province into the hands of a st.Mtig- 
er, turning out an old friend as tried anil 
proveu as Hon. Mr. Turner. ("No; no.") 
In conclusion he referred briefly to the 
fact of his own and Mr, Bullen's inter- 
ests in the district, and called upon the 
electors to vote on Saturday for those 
who would bo able most to advance the 
interests of the district — these being, in 
his opinion, Mr. Bulieu and himself. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Having asked permission to ask a 
question, Mr. Atkins inquired of Hon. 
Mr. Pooley: "Are you going to repre- 
sent Esquimult?" 

The oddity of the phrasing puzzled Mr. 
Pooley lor a moment. 

"Well, I hope to have that honor," he 
replied with a smile. "That is for tin? 
electors to decide. I believe, if that is 
what you mean that I have represented 
the district's interests fairly and effectu- 
ally iu the past, and if returned I shall 
continue to do so." 

The question being answered, Mr. At- 
kins showed no intention of allowing the 
meeting lo proceed until he had aired 
his personal grievance. He had, he said, 
been an old supporter of the government, 
but the E. <t N. trains passed through 
his land, ami the sparks from their en- 
gines set fire to his crops, cordwood, 
while I he trains themselves killed his 
cattle when they got on the track. He 
had been unable • to recover damages, 
and he blamed the government accord- 
ingly. Why had not the government 
made a law by which he could recover 
for losses sustained V 

Hon. Mr. Pooley replied that. legis- 
lation for the protection of private pro- 
perty from damage by railway operation 
had been attempted by the province, but 
had been disallowed by the courts as 
ultra vires. The general railway act of 
the Dominion could not he got over, and 
it was only as far as this went that the 
farmer at present could be protected. 
The protection afforded was inadequate 
he himself intimated, hut it was posi- 
tively impossible for the province to leg- 
islate against the railway act of the 
Dominion. 

Mr. George Bnshby briefly explained 
the absence of his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Btlllen, Hon. Mr. Pooley's associate iu 
the contest, that gentleman being un- 
fortunately too ill to be able to travel. 
At the same time Mr. Bushby craved 
the indulgence of the meeting long 
enough to make reference to n 'matter 
of somewhat personal character. He re- 
ferred to a letter published by the Times 
over the signature "Elector!" iu which 
school matters in Metehosin district 
were dealt with, and in which he was 
referred to us "the dusky stranger," 

"The writer of that letter I should 
like to meet," said Mr. Bushby. "Is he 



present in the audience? Does anyone 
here know who he is? I should very 
much like to have him declare himself. 
He refers Iu his letter to my Indian 
blond. I will tell Iltm and everyone I am 
not ashamed of my Indian blood. (Ap- 
plause.) Nor was my father ashamed, 
(renewed applause), nor my late, grand- 
father before him. (Cheers.) I have, I 
think, at till times, iu Metehosin und 
elsewhere conducted myself as a man and 
a gentleman, and the man who would 
anonymously seek to do me an injury, 
as this man has, by reference to my 
Indian blood, is a coward and a cur. His 
attack is as unwarrantable as contem- 
ptible, and I think all here will agree 
with me in branding him a coward and a 
cur." I Applause.) 

Hon. Premier Turner, who next was 
called upon, was received with an en- 
thusiasm testifying to the fact that at 
home as well as ia the uttermost parts iff 
the province, he more than ever com- 
mands the unqualified respect, the es 
teem, and indeed, the affection, of Brit 
ish Columbia. He had iiad a hard days 
campaigning, but he nevertheless enter 
ed into his subject, at once with a vigor 
and intensity that commanded instant 
appreciation and undivided attention. 

First the Premier dealt with his just- 
completed trip through Westminster, 
Vale and the ICootenay districts, refer 
ring pleasantly to the hard work involv- 
ed, and speaking from what he had seen 
and noted on the ground of the feeling in 
the several districts. A close analysis 
of the actual conditions had assured him, 
and he said it was all honesty and sin- 
cerity, that the government, to-day stood 
In 50 per cent, better position in the eyes 
of the people than it did four years ago. 
(Applause.) Even West Kootenny, so 
bitterly antagonistic to the government 
a short time ago was now most cordial, 
and everything pointed to a complete and 
signal government victory on the 9th. 
Of course the opposition were whistling 
to keep up their courage. They evi- 
dently believed with .Mark Tapley in put- 
ting the best face possible on the situa- 
tion. At the same time, they too could 
read the sinus, and they were begin- 
ning to realize that Saturday would seal 
their fates. (Applause.) 

Taking up the attacks of the opposi- 
tion — the supposed arguments advanced 
by the opponents of the government in 
justification of their appeal to the elec- 
torate to turn the party out of office, 
lion. Mr. Turner showed how, before the 
closing of the session, the entire attack 
of the opposition press and members had 
been scurrilously personal — abuse of the 
most contemptible character directed 
chiefly against himself, but also against 
his associates. On these attacks the 
members of the government had faced 
their accusers boldly, had defended them- 
selves as men should, and had promptly 
forced the opposition in order to make 
any sort of a showing to the country, to 
find some objection to policy that th 
might without incurring the contempt 
of the people present. 

The situation thus shaping itself, the 
opposition had not formulated some 
broad policy for national advancement, 
offering it in substitution for the govern- 
ment's well defined plan of action. They 
had contended themselves with picking 
little faults— the mortgage tax, the min- 
ers' licenses, etc., etc. Do away with 
these, they said, and the country is stir 
to prosper. But how would these mat- 
ters of detail in government accomplish 
provincial prosperity? Could the opposi- 
tion get no broad policy to present? Or 
were they prepared to admit the incon- 
testable fact that the bold, progressive 
policy of the government has mare and 
is making the country prosperous. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Telling in an entertaining manner how 
he had been dogged about the country 
by the leaders of the opposition, Hon 
Mr. Turner was brought to the inter- 
esting question of who is the head of the 
opposition. it really appeared to be 
hydra-headed, and yet the story of revel- 
ation seemed likely to he illustrated, for 
the one small head— that of Joseph Mar- 
tin — threatened to consume- all the rest. 
His Chllliwaek introduction to Mr. Mar 
tin was told of by the Premier, and Mr. 
Martin's silent departure from the town 
iu the chilly rain of the Sunday morning 
described as iu striking contrast to th 
departure of the same gentleman from 
Manitoba, when acquaintances and cit 
zens crowded around in number to sa 
good-bye Mr. Martin — and sincerely ho] 
he might never come back. I Laughter.) 

As to the policy of the opposition as 
a party, what was it'.- Did anyone 
know? Was there a fixed platform for 
the party? Or was there not? Mr. Cot- 
ton, as an illustration, might be expect 
ed to speak for the party, and yet h 
denied emphatically that th opposition 
were in favor of state-owned roads 
When Mr. Cotton had been hard pressed 
for a declaration of the opposition plat 
form, he had evaded and shirked the is 
sue, and bad finally exhausted his pol 
icy by declaring it to be the secret bal- 
lot as provided in the Elections Act of 
last session. (Laughter.) 

This being the opposition policy as en 
undated by Mr. Cotton, the Premier took 
up the policy the government offeredo 
in contrast. It consisted of the five 
primary planks; the development of the 
country by means of public works, the 
Improvement and maintenance of an effi- 
cient free and non-sectarian educational 
system, the efficient administration 
justice and tin? extension of its machin- 
ery to the remoter sections,, the foster 
ing and development of agriculture, and 
the maintenance of the provincial credit, 
Under these headings the Premier trac- 
ed what had already been done, and out- 
lined what was now contemplated by the 
government, the progress produced in 
Okanngun and Kootenny by railway con- 
struction being dealt with, and the ex 
pansion of the revenue in the mining 
district from $30,000 to $340,000 annu- 
ally, cited as an example of results. The 
desirability of these public works was 
also shown in the improved condition of 
the provincial credit since their initia- 
tion, and the testimony of capitalists oi 
their belief in the methods and ability of 
the government, as shown by the con- 
stant rise in value of British Columbil 
securities. The cry of the opposition 
was that the country was burdened wilh 
a greater debt than it was years ago 
oven so — this prosperity had been t 
much promoted by the public works for 



which the loans had beou expended that 
the people were much more able to bear 
the greater debt now than they were the 
lesser a few ^eurs ago. 

The question of education, adminis- 
tration of justice, agriculture, and credit 
were each in turn dealt with in ex- 
tenso, in a plain businesslike manner 
carrying conviction. Kef erring finally 
to Mr. HiggiilS and his desertion, the 
Premier explained how he would never 
have changed his coat had it not beeu 
for the Cassiar Central bill. 
Mr. Higgins— British Pacific. 
Hon. Mr. Turner denied that Mr. Hig- 
gins had at any time had occasion to 
differ with the government on the ques- 
tion of the British Pacific in the house. 
He took up the negotiations for the 
British Pacific, however, and showed 
how it would have been impossible to 
get the road in question, even by dis- 
crediting the province by a guarantee of 
interest beyond the capacity of the coun- 
try—for the capitalists of the world 
would not have anything to do with it 
at that time. Nor was there any reason 
in the Cassiar Central bill to induce Mr. 
Higgins to leave the party liad he beeu 
faithful — on the contrary, he was not, 
and previous premiers — Mr. A. E. B. 
Davie, Mr. Hobson and .Air. Theodore 
Davie — had always given the caution to 
look out for Higgins. As a matter of 
fact ho had been unreliable always, and 
his unreliability to the people of Esqui- 
iunlt was shown by the fact of his going 
to Kootenny to play for a nomination. 
The questions of representation, miners 
and mortgage tax— in fact the whole pro- 
gramme before the electors on Saturday 
— were fully discussed by the Premier, 
who closed by expressing the hope that 
the electors would on Saturday rally to 
the support of the recognized government 
candidates, Mr. Pooley and Mr. Bullen. 

Mr. Higgins, Mr. Hayward, Mr. Har- 
ris, Mr. Mills and Mr. Argyle having 
spoken briefly, the meeting came to an 
end at midnight.
